“The soctetaty of the treasury still has
authority under the law to resume refund-
ing should he deem it proper to do so.
Whether or not refunding will be resimed
depends lurgely upon whether the interest
of the treasury seems o réguire It at any
time in the future.

Retirement of Pablie Debt,

“The public debt |8 now In better condi-
tion for rotirement than ever before. It
may woll be doubted whether the treasury
within the next eight years, during which
the bonds subject to refundment were Lo
matire, could have diseharged that total in-
debledness of  $5E0,000,000. The present
sinking fund requirements are submtantinlly
£30,000,000 & year and the retirement of the
publle debt can  be more casily ac-
complished at the rate of §50,000,000 for
each of the next elght years than if the
seceretary of the tremsury had been con-
frouted with the problem of disposing of un
average of $100,000,000 s year,

“The success of the operation ls due
mninly 1o two causes: Firat, being a well
fortified treasury and therefore, magnifi-
cent publie credit; the other and less senti-
mental reason belng the greater advantage
which the new 2 per cent consols offer to
nationul banks as .4 basis for the security
of circulating notes. The banks of the
vountry have exchanged $201,960,000 of the
wli. bouds for the mew oacs, while indl-
vidual holders have exchanged $68,771,000.

““The department has taken pains te con-
duct the refunding operations promptly and
ro delays have been encountered by those
presenting bonds for exchange. Checks
have been forwarded daily for premiums
pald.

Effect Upon Satlonml Nankw,

“There s another feature of the opera-
tiops of the financial aet which merits at-
tention and that is the effect of the law
upon national banks. From March 14 te
date, 365 new banks have been organized, of
which 250 were with a capltal stock less
than $50.000, and 115 with a capltal stock
} over that amount, The uggregate caplial of
the former clnss was §7.372.000 and of the
latter $12,600,000, a total addition to bank-
ing capltal of $20022000, HBank note clir-
etlatlon In the meantime has increased
by the sum of $85.203.000.

“The department is satisfied to note that
the principal incresse in the smaller class
of banks Is throughout the western and
southwestern states, sections which here-
tofore were utnable to accept the henefits of
the national bank act owing to ita {1liberal
provisions."
